Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 1/17/06, with respect to the rejection(s) 
of claim(s) 1-1-5, 7-22, 25-38, 40-49 under 102/103 rejection have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn.

3. Claims 6 and 9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim referring back to another multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (n). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding claim 48, the claim recites that server contains software module and 
downloads software, which fails to one of the four patent-eligible subject matter 
categories: process, machine, manufacture, or composition of mater. Therefore, claim 1 
is not patent eligible under § 101 . 

Dependent claim 49 is rejected for the same reason as set forth above. 

Allowable Subject Matter
